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PREFACE 


H E Church of Rome's Pretence to Infallibility, has been 

decryed by not a few, who, at the ſame time, have been as 

Dogmatical i» every PunRilio, or things wholly Ex- 

trinſick to the Chriſtian Religion, as if the ſingular Privi- 
ledge of the Church had Been tranſplanted from Rome, to a Peo- 
ple that would bring forth better Fruits thereof: Nor has ths Im- 
perious Principle confined it ſelf to thoſe things which ſeem more with- 
mn its Sphere l whichPif done in Moderation, would never have been 
blamed by the Sober part of Mankind ) But has encroacht upon Po- 
liticians, on a Pretence of retifying the Unchriſtian Principies they 
bad infefted che World with : As if there was to be uo manner of 
Knowledge in the Univerſe, but what ſhould proceed from the 
Prieſts Lips: A»d the Urim and Thummim of theſe Holy Ones 
hath contributed not a little (by rubbing off the Laodicean Temper ) 
to inflame the World with a Blind Zcal and Firulent Hatred; and 
to ſet a Man and his Friends at variance together : And all this is 
propagated by means of a fooliſh belief in the more ſimple People, 
of the Infallibility of thoſe Perſons, from a Blind Reverence given 
to them, on the Account of their FunCtion. 

That this is no fiction, will appear beyond all Contradition, if we 
but c:nſider what hath Leen thrown out of Pulpits, and not long ago 
dropt from the Pens of not a few, who have been accounted the great- 
eft Proficients in Reaſon, and meerly upon the foreſaid account, gree- 
dily ſwallowed up by the more Inconſuderate ; tho' the more Knowing, of 
that ſide, eſpouſed thoſe Tencts, from a more pernicious Principle, 
that they might the eaſier, like the great Fiſhes, domincer over, and

devour others ; and he has wholly abandoned his Reaſon, to whatever 
their Caprice ſuggeſts, who has the Face to eny it. 

Among all others, nme has appeared a flouter Champion for thoſe 
Tenets in general, than this Learned DoCtor : And, for onght I know, 
none has contributed more to encreaſe the n:1mber of Male-contents, to 
Their preſent Majeſties, frem thoſe uns than He has ; And yet, 
we. ſee, how, of a ſudden, He has been pleaſed to Af Diametricatly, 
contrary to them ; tho", at the ſame time, in his Vindication, He 
ſeems ſtil! to own them: Which, in the Fyes of all underſtanding Men, 


is nobetter than for a Perſon to Iroeigh loudly againſt all manner of

the People, in all other His Majeſties Dominions ? Or has he a Perſo-

or Society, is a Law, and the Foundation of 'all Czvil Laws whatſoever, 
is. proved beyand all Contradition; by Mr. :ZZooker.Þ.

.: Another Reaſon which the. DoCtor' gives, why the Xing is Irre/iftable 
in all Caſes, is, | Becauſe he is a Soveraipy ;- and jt. is efiential to Sape- 
raigaty, to be Irrefiſtable' in all Caſes. Which is 'lalle :, For the King of 
Poland is a Soveraign, he Coins Money with his own Image and Su- 
perſcription upon it, which, according to. the Doctor, pay. 50.. 1s a 
certain Mark of Soveraignty; and pag.

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they owe him no Obedience at all, of any kind; for this is onc Clauſe 
in it: Quod fi Sacramentum meam violavers, incol@ Regni nullam nobis 
obedientiam pratare tenebuntur. So that in cale he violate his Oath, 
his Irreſſtibzlity departs from him, and he becomes like other Men. 


I come now to the Doctor's Second Caſe; which 1s refolv'd under 
the covert and countenance of the former, That as well inferior Ma- 
giſtrates, as others imployed by a Popiſh 7 yramical Prince, in the moſt 
Illegal «nd Outragious Atts of Violence ( ſuch as Cutting of T hroats, &c.) 
are as [rrefiſtable as the Prince himſelf ( under prerence of having the 
Prince's Authority to do theſe Ats ) aud muſt be ſubmitted to, under 
pain of Flell Fternal Damnation. Now, to ſhew the Authority 
which we are botmd to ſubmit to, mot in Laws, but in Perſons who 
a contrary to Law, he has ry the following Argument, which 
is the moſt htoured of any in his Book: Nay, it is very falſe and 
abſurd to ſay, That every Illegal, is an Unauthoritatrve Af, which car- 
ries no Objettion with it. This is contrary to the Praftice of all Fuman | + 
Judicatares, and'the daily Experience of Men, who ſuffer m their Lives, . 
Bodies and Eſtates, 7 an wijnſt and illezxal Sentence : For the ngft ille 
gal Fudgren is Valid, till it be revers'd by ſome Superior Court ; which 
moſt Hlkegal, but Authoritative Judgment, derrves its Authority, not from 
the Law, but the Perſon of him whoſe Judgment it is. Cale of Obed,

but all htman' Judicatures muſt come to an end: For if Judgment 

cannot” be given, till 'we have Judges who are not ſubject to Error, 
the Laws muſt 1ye by and ruſt, -and there can.be no adminiſtration of 

Juſtice.” Zh#r#y,) The Authority of a Judgment which is Erroncous, 
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1s not from the Judges Perſonal Authority above rhe Law, nor from 
his Miſtakes beſide rhe Law; but from that JuriſdiQion and Au- 
thority which the Law has given to Courts and Judicial Procecd- 


. Ings, which, if they be in due courſe of Law, arc legal, and are 


romm_ to be every way right, and as they ſhould be, and free 


. Irom Error, till the contrary appears in ſome Higher Court. But 


it the Judges in Weſtminſter-Z7all ſhould uſe a Perſonal Authority, 
ſuperior to Law, in judging Men to Death without a Jury, or in 
condemning a Man when his Jury acquit him, or the like, the Law 


. having given no Authority to any ſuch Proceedings, theſe Judgments 


would be illegal and void, and have no Authority at all. 

Secondly, Another Reaſon why we muſt ſubmit ro legal Yeo- 
lence is this: Becauſe though they have no legal Authority for it, yet 
we have no legal Authority to defend our ſelves againſt it, pag. 192,

'In theſe words, For no Man can want Authority to defend bis Life a- 
' gainſt him that has no Authority to take it away, pag. 5

Thirdly, We muſt ſubmit ro legal Yiolence, becauſe the People 
cannot call inferior Magiſtrates to an Account, pag, 191. But ſure the 


"Prople may defend themſelves againſt the Murderous Attempts of 


inferior Magiſtrates, without pretending to call them to an account, 
or ſitting in Judgment upon them: And when they themſelves are 
called to an account for this Defence, they: may give a very good 
account of it, by the 24 FH. 8. cap. 5. 

Fourthly, We muſt not defend our ſelves when we are Perſecuted to 
Death for our Religion, contrary to the Laws of England, becauſe we 
mult not defend our ſelves, when we are thus Perſecuted, contrary to 
the Laws of God aud Nature, which are as Sacred and inviolable as 
the &aws of our Country, Caſe of Alleg, p. 200. 

Anſwer. 1 grant, That the Laws of God and Nature are more fa- 
cred and inviolable than the Laws of our Country ; but they give 
us na Civil Rights and Liberties, as the Laws of Evg/and have done. 
Every Liege Subject of Eng/and has a legal Property in his Lite, Li- 
berty and Eſtate, in the free Exerciſe of the Proteſtant _ eſla- 
bliſhed amongſt us; and a legal Poſſeſſion may be legally detended : 
Now, the Laws of England, in Queen Mary's Time were againſt the 


Proteſtants, and ſtript them of this unvaluable Bleſſing ; and there- 
F fore 
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fore, tho' they cho# rather to obſerve the Laws of God and Nature, 
than thoſe of ther Country, which at that time violated both the 
other ; yet, withal, they ſubmitted to the Laws of their Country, 
which alone give and rake away all legal Rights and Titles, and, 
when all is ſaid, are the only Meaſures of Civil Obedience. 

Fifthly, Men muſt ot defend their Lives againſt a lawleſs Popiſh 
Perſecution, when they are Condemned by no Law, becauſe they muſt not 
defend their Lives, when they are Condemned by a Wicked, Perſecuting, 
Popiſh Law : For ſuch a lawleſs Perſecution, hay as much Authority as 
fuch a Wicked Perfecuting Law. pag. 202. This is manifeſtly talſe: 
For a lawleſs Popifh Perſecution has no Authority at all, but has all 
the Authority of Heaven and Earth againſt it; whereas a wicked 
Popiſh, Perſecuting Law, tho', as it is wicked, it cannot Command 
our Obedience; yet, as 'it is a Law, it may diſpoſe of our Civil 
Rights. If Queen Mary's Laws were no Laws, becauſe they were 
wicked Perſecuting Laws, why were they Repealed? why were they 
nor declared to be null from the _— 

Sixthly, That Now-Refiſtance of Ihegal Violence, is the beff way to 
ſecure the publick Peace aud Tranquility, and the bei? way for every 
Max's private Defence ; for ſelf-defence may irvobve many others in 
Blood, and befides, expoſes a Man s ſelf. pag. 205,206. That is to 
fay, when the publick Peace is vi in an high. manner, the beſt 
way to ſecure it, is quietly to ſuffer it ſtill ro be broken further; a 
Man's beſt defence is to Die patiently, for: fear of being Killed : And ' 
when Murtherers are broke looſe, the only way to prevent the effu- 
fron of more Chriftian Blood, is to let them alone. Now, in oppo- 
fition to this Doctrine, I ſhall only remember the Door, That if 
there had not been a Defence made againſt the 7ri/h Cut-Throats in 
Forty One, though they had the Impudence to pretend the King's 
Commiſſion, there had hardly been a Proteſtant ſefe but the Pelti- 
lent Northern Ferefte had: been throughly extirpated in that Kingdom. 

Seventhly. Another Reaſon is, Becauſe Non-Rehſtance is certainly 
the beſt way to prevent the change of a Limited, into an' Abſolute Me- 
narchy, pag.212. Now, this is ſo far from being true, that on the 
other hand, abſolute Non-Reſifance, even of the moſt illegal Violence; 
does Qtually change the Government, and ſets up an A4/olute and 
arbitrary Power in the ſhorteſt way, and by the ſurer fide, For's 

Prince, 
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Prince, whom tlie Lav's themſelves have made 44/elute, has thereby 
no more than a Right and Title to an AZ/olute Subjeftion ; but News 
Reſiſtance purs him into the actual Poſleſſion of it. The Doctor 
himiclf has made this out beyond all contradiftion; for, he fays 
That Nox-Reſiſtance is as perte&t Subjeftion, as can be paid to Sove- 
raign Princes, pag. 44. and 115. he calls it, The only perfect and al- 
ſolute Subjeftion we owe to Princes. Now, the moſt perie& and ab- 
ſolute SubjeCtion that can be paid, erects the moſt abſolute Govern- 
ment that can be deviſed. For theſe words are of Eternal Truth 
which we read in pag. 64. of this Book ; Fer Authority and Subjetion 
are Correlates, they have a mutual reſpet to each other, aud therefore 
they muſt ſtand and fall together : There is no Authority, where there 
is no Subjeftion due ; and there is no Subjettion due, where there is no 
Authority. And is not this as bright and as evident a Truth : There 
is no abſolute Authority, where there is no abſolute Subjeion due.; 
and there can be no ablolute SubjeRion due, where there is no ab- 
folute Authority 2 

I ſhall now produce ſome Reaſons, to prove the Lawfulneſs of De- 
fending our ſelves againſt Illegal Violence; which is a Truth fo ob» 
vious, and ſo agreeable to the.common ſenſe of Mankind, that even 
thoſe Men, who. fer them{clves to.oppoſe it, do often times alert it 
unawares, and give unanſwerable Reaſons tor it; I ſhall therefore, 
firſt ſet down thoſe Conceſſions which the force of Truth hath Ex- 


* torted from the Doctor, and ſecondly, add ſome other Arguments ro 


them. 
Firſt, No Man wants Authority to defend his Life againſt him. who 


has no Autboyjty to take it away, pag, 69. But no Man whatſcever has 
any juſt and legal Authority, (that is, any Authority at all,) ts take it 
away contrary to Law, pag. 191. And from rhele Premiſes, it is cafie 
for any Man to infer the Concluſion. 

Secondly, He that Refiſts the V/upations of Men, does not Refiſ the 
Ordinance of God, which alone is forbidden to be Refiſted. But Aits of 
Arbitrary and Illegal Violence, are the Uſurpations of Men. Thele 
again are the Doors Doctrines, the former, paz. 128. the other, 

211. 212, he acknowledges, that the aſſuming of an Abſolute 
and Arbitrary Power in this Kingdom, would be Ulurpation ; though 
he lays at the ſame time, 7hat no "ow in this Kingdom ever - 

py pe 
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ped ſuch a Power, which is notoriouſly falſe ; for Richard the Second 
by Name did, not to mention any other, 

Thirdly, The Door, paz. 126. has theſe words, Every Man has | 
the Right of Self-Preſervatton, as intire under Croil Government, as he 
had in a State of Nature: Under what Grvernment ſoever IT live, ÞJ \ 
may ſtill kill another Man, when I have no other way to preſerve my life | 
from unjuſt Violence by private Hands. Now the Hands of Subors | 
dinate Magiſtrates, Imploy'd in Acts of Hlegal Violence, are private ! 
Hands, 2nd Armed with no manner of Authority at' all ; of which 
this is a moſt convincing Proof, That they may be Hanged by Law 
for ſuch Atts, which no» Man can or ought to Suffer for what he doth by" 
Authority. They are no Officers at all in ſuch Acts, for Illegal Vio- 
lence js ho part of their Office. Now, after the Door has anſiver- 
ed his own Arguments, T'{tall defire him to do as much- for theſe 
which follow.

"- Firſt, No Man can Authorize himſelf: But in Acts of Itlegal - 
Violence is. a Subordinate Magiſtrate have any Authority at all, he 
muſt Authorize himſelf: For it is a contradition to ſay, The Law 
Authorizes him to do an IWegal AR, as the DoRtor well obſerves; | 
þag.

Secondly, The Wegal Violence of Subordinate 'M:giftrares cannor 
be more Irreſiſtible, only by being more Criminal than it is'in other 
Men; for that would be to make a Mans Crime to be his ProteQtion, 
But Jllegal Violence done by ſubordinate Magiſtrates, is not- only as - 
in Authoritative , a$" if it were; committed by private Perſohs ,- bur 
likewife mare Criminal, as bilge: dons with a face and colonrof At? + 
thority, ahd under pretence of Law, making that partaker of their 
Crime, violating and-blemiſhing the Law at once. is Þ 
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
